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RULES OF ORDER. 

As Adopted in 1869, Modified in 1875, and Adopted at Each 

Session Since. 



1. The Conference shall meet at 8^ o’clock a. m., and adjourn at 12 m., but may 
alter the time of meeting? and adjourning at its discretion. 

2. The President shall take the chair precisely at the time to which the Confer- 
ence stood adjourned, and cause the same to be opened by reading the Scriptures, 
singing and prayei’, and shall have the journals of the preceding day read and 
approved. 

3. The President shall decide all questions of order, subject to an appeal to the 
Conference ; but, in case of an appeal, the question shall be taken without debate. 

4. He shall appoint all committees not othenvise specially ordered by the Con- 
ference, but any member may decline serving on more than one committee at the 
same time. 

5. All motions and resolutions introduced by any member shall be reduced to 
writing, if the President, Secretar}', or any member of the Conference requests it. 

6. When a motion, resolution or report presented, is read by the Secretary, or 
stated by the President, it shall be deemed in possession of the Conference, but any 
motion or resolution may be withdrawn by the mover, at any time before action or 
amendment. 

7. No new motion or resolution shall be made before the one under consideration 
has been disposed of, which may be done by adoption or rejection, unless one of the 
following should intervene, w'hich motion shall have precedence in the order in 
which they are placed, viz. : Indefinite postponement, lying on the table, reference 
to a committee, postponement to any given time, or amendment. 

8. No member shall be interrupted when speaking, except by the President, to 
call him to order when he departs from the question, uses personalities, or disre- 
spectful language: but any member may call the attention of the President to the 
subject when he deems the speaker out of order, or any other member may explain 
when he thinks himself misrepresented. 

9. When any member is about to speak in debate, or deliver any matter to the 
Conference, he shall rise from his seat and respectfully address himself to tlie 
President. 

10. No person shall speak more than twice on the same subject, or more than 
fifteen minutes at one time, without leave of the Conference; nor shall any pei’son 
speak more than once until every member choosing to speak shall have spoken. 

11. When any motion or resolution shall have passed, it shall be in order for anj" 
member who voted with the prevailing side to move a reconsideration. 

12. No member shall absent himself from the services of Conference without 
leave unless he is sick or unable to attend. 

13. No member shall be allowed to vote on any question who is not within the 
bar of the Conference at the time such question is put by the President, except b 3 * 
leave of Conference, when such member has been necessarily absent. 

14. Every member wdio shall be within the bar at the time the question is put. 
shall give his vote, unless the Conference, for special reasons, excuse him. 

15. No motion shall be considered unless seconded. 

16. The Secretary shall keep a journal of the proceedings of the Conference, 
and, when approved, shall record them in a book provided for that purpose. He 
shall take charge of the journal and other papers of the Conference, and preserve 
them with care; suffer no person to take a copy of any paper during the interval of 
Conference, except with the consent of the Confei’ence; and shall forward the 
journal and papers to the next Annual Conference. 

17. A motion to adjourn shall be in order at any time, and shall be decided 
without debate. 

18. No preacher shall bring any charge against any member of this Conference 
until he has first given him information of the same, either by letter or otherwise, 
ten daj's in advance, if practicable, so that the accused may have an opportunity 
for defense. 

19. When any brother intends to object to the passage of another’s character, it 
shall be his duty to hand the name of the person against whom objections are to be 
made to the Presiclent of the Conference. 

[The Conference, September 8, 1873, ordered the previous question on a pending 
motion, thus establishing a precedent.] 

[A motion to table an amendment to a resolution does not carry the resolution to 
the table. This has itself been the understanding in Detroit Conference.]— -S’ccj-efar/y 
Edwards.

The Twenty-fifth Session of the Detroit Annual Confer- 
ence of the Methodist Episcopal Church, opened in the Wash- 
ing Street Methodist Episcopal Church, in Bay City, Mich., at 9 
o’clock of Wednesday morning. Sept. 8th, 1880, Bishop Edward 
G. Andrews jiresiding. 

The President read the Scriptures, and announced the 
815th hymn, after the singing of which, Samuel Clements and 
George Taylor olfered prayer.

bership of the Church. It was ordered that the defendant’s 
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name be entered as “ withdrawn under charges of gross im- 
morality.” The ordination parchments in question were deliv- 
ered to the Conference and placed on file by the Secretary. 

R. S. Pardington, from the Committee on holding a Pas- 
tors’ Institute, ordered at the session of 1879, reported that it 
has been determined to hold such an Institute, and he 
announced the programme for to-day and to-morrow. 

Consideration of the Twentieth Question was resumed. 
Presiding Elder W. II. Shier represented Adrian district, and 
his character was examined and passed.

Rev. F. D. Hemenway, D. D., and Rev. N. L. Bray, of 
Michigan Conference, and Rev. J. Kern, Pastor of the German 
Methodist Episcopal Church in Bay City, Mich., were intro- 
duced. 

The Conference adjourned, notices were given, and the 
Benediction w'as pronounced by Bishop Andrews. 
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SECOND DAY. 

Bay City, Mich., Thursday Morning, Sept. 9, 1880. 

The Conference met at half-past 8, pursuant to adjourn- 
ment, Bishop Andrews in the chair. 

The religious services were conducted hy L. R. Fiske. 

The Journal of the previous session was read and approved.

It was ordered that further call of absentees be dis]»ensed 
with for the remainder of the session. 

This, the Detroit Conference of the Methodist Ei)iscopaI 
Church, entered upon its session in its corporate capacity. It 
was reported by Seth Reed that the terms of A. F. Bourns, R. 
S. Pardington and L. R. Fiske have expired. These Trustees 
were nominated for another term, and the Secretary of the 
Corporate Conference being unanimously instructed to cast 
the ballot, Messrs. Bourns, Pardington and Fiske were elected 
to succeed themselves respectively as Trustees. Seth Reed, 
of the Trustees, made the following report, which was 
approved: 

Immediately after the last meeting of the Conference, the Trustees met and 
elected officers as follows: J. M. Fuller, President; S. Reed, Secretaiy: J. M. 
Arnold, Treasurer. 

At a meeting of the Trustees, held in Detroit Aug. 2i, 1880, the Treasurer sub- 
mitted his report, showing the amount of interest and principal of the Wintere 
Endowment Fund, to date of Sept. 1, to be $15,57.5.55. 

By the action of the last Conference, the sum of $15,000 is to be kept as a per- 
petual fund, to be denominated the Winters Endowment Fund of the Detroit Con- 
ference, the interest only of which shall be at the disposal of the Conference. Of 
this amount, about $9,000 is now secured by mortgage on real estate, the balance is 
drawing interest, either in individual notes on short time, most of which are 
secured, or in certificate of deposit, awaiting investment on bond and mortgage. 
At that meeting an Auditing Committee was appointed, with instructions to report 
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at this Conference. That committee, consisting of S. Reed, A. R. Bartlett and R. S. 
Pardington, report that they have examined the Treasurer’s report, also the charac- 
ter of the securities of the fund, and believe the report correct and the securities 
valid. 

At a Trustee meeting held in Bay City Sept. 8, 1880, at p. m., representations 
were made to the Board concerning the extreme necessities of Rev. John Pugh, a 
superannuated member of the Conference, whereupon the Board recommended that 
the Conference appropriate $50 of the interest on hand, to be paid into the hands of 
Rev. I. N. Elwood, for the benefit of Bro. John Pugh, and also that $500 of said 
interest be turned over to the Interest Fund of the Superannuated Preachers’ Aid 
Society, to be distributed at the present session, according to the rules of that 
Society. 

The purpose of the Trustees is to place the entire Winters Endowment Fund at 
interest, secured by bond and mortgage on real estate, as soon as possible. The 
terms of office as Trustee of A. F. Bourns, R. S. Pardington and L. R. Fiske. expires 
the present year. — S. REED, Secretary. 

Tlie' Conference having resumed its ordinary session, J. 
Frazer, in place of A. B. Wood; J. B. Goss, in place of O. 
Whitmore, and M. 0. Hawks, were appointed on the Com- 
mittee on Conference Claimants. 

L. R. Fiske presented a report of the Trustees of Albion 
College, which was read and referred to the Committee on 
Education. 

Rev. W. P. Stowe, D. D., an agent of the Western Pub- 
lishing House, was introduced. 

A document from the treasurers of the Episcopal Fund, 
which asks for fifteen hundred dollars for support of the Bish- 
ops, was referred to J. M. Arnold, Seth Reed and S. Clements, 
as a special committee on that subject. 

The Twentieth Question was further considered. Presid- 
ing Elder T. J. Joslin represented Flint district, and his 
character was examined and passed.

I The committee to which was referred the question relating to the prerogatives 

-and duties of a preacher in charge, when presiding at the tnal of an accused mem- 
ber, respectfully report. The facts out of w^hich the question submitted to us 
arose, are briefly as follows: Brother L. C. York, Pastor of Williamston Circuit, 

I was appointed by the Presiding Elder to preside at the trial of a member on Dan.s- 

ville Circuit, who w’as charged with speaking evil of ministers and of violating the 
sanctity of the Sabbath. The committee in the case, after hearing the testimons', 
rendered a verdict that the charges were sustained, and adjudged the accused 
guilty. Bro. York, seeing, as he thought, mitigating features in the case, and think- 
ing he had discretionary powders in the premises, administered reproof instead of 
pronouncing sentence of expulsion. In this your committee think he erred. We are 
■of opinion that a preacher in charge has no discretion in such cases as this; but 
where a committee, upon a trial, adjudge the accused guilty of immoralitj’, he 
must pronounce the sentence of expulsion. Mitigating circumstances are to be 
considered by the committee in determining the character of the offense, and not 
by the preacher who presides at the trial 

It was ordered that when the Conference adjourn it adjourn 
to meet at two (2) o’clock this afternoon.

Our common 
Methodism that to-day lifts its voice clear as that of the early fathers in testimony 
of a present full and free salvation, rejoices in the possession of more schools and 
more scholars than any other denomination in America. We would enjoin upon 



every young man preparing tor the pastoral omce lu tne cnurcn to avail nimseii oi 
the abundant facilities of our age and country for the acquirement of a full liter- 
ary, classical and scientific course of collegiate study, and to supplement that iiy 
the mental, moral and religious discipline of the Theological School. Albion College 
offers every needed opportunity for the former, and Garrett Biblical for the latter. «,;f 
the one special mention is made elsewhere. In behalf of the other, whose honor- 
able record is in all our Western Conferences, and whose instruction and training 
have guided more than 1,000 young men of the ministry of our church, we condense 
facts that might be greatly amplifieil in tlie following resolution:

Fii’st. by recognizing the wants of the religious reading public of 
to-day, and supplying their wants in publishing articles of condensed thought, in 
avoiding all lengthy articles of local interest onlJ^ and by a well-selected variety in 
each issue, an.i a hearty co-operation of all the agents. But that all this be pos- 
sible. writers must cease to urge, and editors must stei’nly deii 3 % the publication of 
their articles, whethev their plea be fraternity or position. It has been well said b.y 
our official organ, the R^orthwesteni Christian Advocate, that could all the sensi- 
tiveness of writers be overcome and the readei’s alone be considered in making up 
our paper, Methotlist journalism would at once rise a hundred per cent. All of 
which we believe : for while the favor to and support of our periodicals have a deep 
root in the hearts of our members, .yet it is true that our church papers must in no 
inconsiderable degree depend for a yery large part of their circulation upon tlieir 
intrinsic merits. Leaying, then, oui- editoi’s free to the exercise of their literarj- 
judgments and tastes, of which doubtless improvement in some cases is possible, 
let us heartil.y co-operate with them in realizing a hundred per cent, increase of the 
circulation of our connectional periodicals. Your committee approve of the deci- 
sions of the late General Conference respecting the National Repository and 
Golden Honrs. Of our local paper, the Michigan Christian Advocate, we saj* that, 
irrespective of its size and price, it has, more especiall.y in the past year, attained a 
well merited increase of circulation.

FREEDMAN’S CAUSE. 

The condition of the colored people in the South, their ignorance, comparative 
helplessness and exposure to social vices and irreligion, strongl 3 ' appeal to the Chris- 
tian sympatli 3 ' and benevolence of the entire church. Tiie Freedmen’s Aid Societ 3 ' of 



the Methodist Episcopal Church was organized in 1866, after the emancipation of 
more than 4.000.000 ot people, who did not by virtue of their emancipation become 
intelligent citizens or useful Christians. Tlie 3 ’ needed and still need schools and 
churches. It was to meet this emergency' that the Freedmen’s Aid Society was 
formed, and to this work it has devoted its energies and means. The brief history 
of this society shows that no other society in oiir church has done more good with 
an equal amount of funds. It affords a convenient and an official channel through 
which the largest liberality' may reach and benefit the freedmen. It seeks their 
social, intellectual and moral improvement, and aims to convert, educate and save 
them. Therefore, i?esof red, 1. That as a Conference we regard the Freedmen’s Aid 
Society as entirely worthy of our confidence, and especially appeal to the members 
of oiu’ church to so increase their charitable contributions that it may more suc- 
cessfully' prosecute its good work of Christian benevolence. 2. That we request the 
Presiding Elders to apportion to their respective di.stricts and changes the amount 
(S'J-500) which has been apportioned to Detroit Conference. 3. That we hereby' 
pledge ourselves as pastore to present the claims of this cause to our congrega- 
tions, and make an earnest effort to raise the apportionments.

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EDUCATION. 

The most important duty we owe to the world is to fully educate the young. 
This education should have direct reference to the future which we expect an<l 
desire for them. Eveiy child should be taught such industrial arts as will enable 
him. from his own resources, to supply his matei-ial wants. He should also leani. 
from those having experience, how to adapt himself to his possible relations in 
society, and to perform intelligently the duties of citizenship in the country where 
he may hve. And as there is an intinite and changeless future coming, the charac- 
ter of which is contingent upon the personal character formed in this life, it is of the 
utmost importance that he should be so educated as to be fully prepared to enter 
upon that higher mode of existence which is possibly veiy near. A failure here 
must involve the most fearful consequences, and render existence itself an unmiti- 
gated curse. The instincts of parents, if they were not perverted by false social 
notions, would naturally lead them to teach the child how to procure his own living, 
when he reaches maturity. But such instincts are insufficient to teach him con- 
cerning his rights, responsibilities and duties in the complicated relations of our 
civilization, and what is required of him imder tlie divine economy to secure for 
him an eternity of blessedness. Schools and instructors to teach these are abso- 
lutely indispensable. And as the development of our intellectual and moral natures 
are coincident, the church fails in her duty if she is indilTerent concerning such 
schools, either as to their existence or their moral character and tendencj*. Such 
has been the intluence of Christianity upon the public mind in this country, that 
the State has acknowletlged her obligation to educate her children as far as is 
necessary to prepare them for the duties of citizenship and to fill her offices of 
trust and honor. The people of Michigan have just reasons for mutual gratula- 
tions on account of their sj'stem of education and its verj' rapid development. It 
reaches the remotest houses upon our frontier, and offers its blessings freely to the 
poorest child. It embraces the most elementary instruction and the profoimdest 
culture, all without money or price. The best police of any- country is a virtuous 
people, fully instructed in their duties to the State and to each other. Under such 
a police, property and pereon are safe. To provide such security, property i.s 
righteously required to pay the expense. Our graded schools bring the old time 
.\cademy and Seminarj' to the houses of the people, and offer to our youth, without 
cost, a respectable knowledge of many of the higher branches of learning, a privil- 
ege which but few enjo}’ed thirty years ago. and that at heavy expense. The 
church is charged mainly with the moral and religious culture of the people. Her 
methods for performing her work are indicated by the nature of that work, and by 
the instructions of her great Head and blaster. It is the Spirit that quickeneth. 
His words are spirit and life. The kingdom of Heaven is like leaven in meal. 
AVTiere thei’e are no schools, or w'here the schools are insufficient in number to meet 
the wants of the people, it is clearly the duty of the church to establish and main- 
tain them. And where the State founds and support them, it is the duty of the 
church to leaven them with the spirit of a pure Christianity, and make them 
nurseries of an early and life-long piety. Thus as our youth are developed into 
intelligent citizens, they will be at the same time develo[)ed into pure, earnest 
Christians, rising to the liighest perfection of personal character, to the greatest 
power for a useful life, and to meetness for a glorious immortality. As a church 
we should continue in the closest sympathy with all our public schools. They are 
the people’s schools. They are ours. They are educating our future ministers and 
members, and are entitled to all the spiritual power which the wai-mest sympathies 
and most eai-nest praj'ers of the church can give them. Our own institution at 
.\lbion is doing a gloribus work for the cause of Christian education among the 
people of our State. Its high standard of scholarship, its manly, parental disci- 
pline, and its pure moral ami religious influence, show t<^ the people what is prac- 
ticable in college life, and contribute greatly toward sustaining a higher moral tone 
in our public schools throughout the State. The report of the Trustees, referred to 
us b5* this Conference, tells us of increasing prosperity, of a larger number of 
students in attendance, of an increase in all the facilities of instruction, and that 
the college has reached a point in the administration of its affairs where its income 
exceeds its expenses. The usefulness of the college would be greatly increasetl bj- 
an increase of its moneyed resources, and we unite with the Trustees in the earnest 
hope that such an increase may be secured in the near future. Such have been 
the struggles of the institution in the past, and such the prejudices awakened 
against it in some portions of our work, that it needs the earnest and persistent 
efforts of our preachers everywhere to assist it in its noble work, to fill its halls 
with students, and to enshrine it in the hearts of our people. We recommend the 
election of Rev. James S. Smart, of Bay City, and Horace Hitchcock, of Detroit, 
as Trustees foi‘ the full term of three years.

PARSONAGES.

It elevates the rank of a charge to be able to answer amnna- 
tively the question. Is there a parsonage? Such a charge will be likely to secme 
better ministerial service. 2. It is a financial gain to the charge. Man}* people can 
be induced to help to build a parsonage, who can not be induced to help to pay regu- 
larly the preacher's salarj*. 3. It saves the pastor's monej'. In many cases, nis 
receipts are mostly in the form of preacher’s merchandise. And while merchandise 
will pay the preachers’ salaries, it will not pay the people’s rent. Houseowners 
appreciate ca^. And, not unlikelj^ it will take all the preachei’ has, to pay his rent. 
4. A parsonage saves a preac^her and his family much anxiety, inconvenience and 
delay. Most of u.s know something of the perplexities, annoyances and hindrances 
of house hunting. If we spent less time in searching for our houses, we should 
have more to search for our people. Therefore, Resolved, 1, That we owe it to our- 
selves, to our charges, and to the cause of God. to be conscientious in our efforts to 
procm-e suitable parsonages upon all our charges. Resolved, 2, That, in procuring 
such parsonages, we will be careful in the selection of localities, as to sanitary con- 
ditions: that we will be careful in the construction of such houses, as to commo- 
diousness and convenience; that we will urge the impoitance of supplying the same 



with suitable furniture; that, so far as practicable, we will secure in connection 
ample grounds for garden and orchard; having done which, we will do our best to 
take good care of the whole.

MEMOIRS 

The Rev. John Stanley Priestly was born in the town of Boston, Lincolnshire, 
England, on the 14th day of November, I8;i8. and died at Napoleon, March 9th, 
18^. The exact time of Bro. Priestly’s conversion is not known, but as near as 
we can ascertain, it occurred in his twenty-first year. Soon after his conversion he 
was licensed as a local preacher. In November, 1802, he was married to Miss 
Sarah Parker, who with a willing heart shared in all his ministenal labors. In 18« 1 
Bro. Priestly left England and came to America, landing in Detroit feome time in 
October. In September, 1872. he was received into the Detroit Conference on tidal, 
and appointed to Dundee charge, where he remained two yeare. His next field of 
work was Fairfield, where he filled up the full term of three years. Then he went 
to Addison, and in the spring of 1878 his health failed, and he was compelled to 
give up his work. The next year he was superannuated, but during the year he so 
far recovered his health that at the last Conference he took work again, and was 
appointed to Napoleon, where he labored with very great acceptability till early in 
the spring, when the disease that had been so long hanging around him assumed a 
serious form, and in a few days Bro. Priestlj* ceased to labor and to liv’e. Bro. 
Priestly was a good man, of fair talents as a preacher; an earnest worker, he 
accomplished much good, and died happy in the Lord. 
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Mrs. Whitmore, wife of Rev. O. Whitmore, one of oui' iionored pioneer, died 
at Grand Blanc, .Tannary 1, 1H8U. She was born in Livinffston county, N. Y., Sep- 
tember 5th, She removed to this State with lier parents when but a girl. 

She was converted and joined the M. E. Church when about twenty j'ears of age. 
She was married to her now bereaved husband May 8. 1849. Sister Whitmore was 
a very devoted Christian woman, exemplifying iill the Christian graces in her char- 
acter. She laid all upon the altar. She loved the Saviour with a pure heart fer- 
vently, and died in grt'at peace. Mi's. George Smith ilied at her home in Ann 
Arbor, January 10, ISSO. She was ixjrn in Lakeville, Ohio. December yo, 1817; her 
maiden name was Quick. In 18.‘58 she was married to the Rev. George Smith, who 
was at that time preaching in Na.shville. Ohio. Soon afterwards they removed to 
Michigan, where she endured all the liardships an<l toils incident to an itinerant's 
life in a new country, but she was ready to make sacrifiees for Christ, and so she 
endured, as seeing Him who is invisible. Slie tilled u]» her days with usefulness, 
and now reaps the blessed reward. 5lrs. Ira W. Donaldson died of consumption 
March 27, 1880. She was converted t«» God at the age of twelve, and joineil the M. 
E. Church and continued an earnest and faithful member i>f the same while she 
lived. She was thoroughly I'onsecrated to her Master’s .service, labored efficiently 
in the Sunday School, and helped forward all the interests of the church, and when 
she came to die she found Cln ist to be hei' all-sufficient portion. Mrs. E. R. Hasciili 
died in Teeumseh. March 20. 1880, of pneumonia. She was born in Riehtield. N. Y.. 
May '25. 1820. and was married to her now stricken husband in A<irian. .lamiarj' 1. 
18:18. She was converted and joined the M. E. Church with her husband in 1840. In 
1851 she entered with her husband upon the life of a»i itinerant, and was a great 
help to him in all his anluous labors. She was always true to the cause which she 
ha(l esooiised. loved the church, live<l foi- Christ, and died in sight of heaven. 
Ml'S. Eli Westlake died of typhoid pneumonia in Fenton. April Dl, 1K80. Sister 
Westlake was born in Bingl’iamton. N. Y., Ma.y 18, 182J : her maiden name was 
Waterman. She was married to the Rev. Eli Westlake September 14, 184(5, and 
engaged at once in itinerant work with her husbaial. She was an active worker in 
the church, of great firmness of character and deep pietj*. She did her work 
well, and died with a blessed hope of a glorious immoi'tality. Mrs. Sarah N. Gage 
died at Seymour Lake, April Dl. 1880. Sister Gage was born in New Salem, Ma.ss., 
December 4. 18'25. At the early age of thiiteen she was converted and joined the 
M. E. Church. She graduated at Wilbraham Academy in 1849. For several yeai'S 
she devoted her energies to teaching. June (5, 18,>L she was married to Rev. R. Gage. 
She was truly an earnest worker in the Church of God. The Sunday School was 
her siiecial field of labor. She almost always had her Bible class, and taught it with 
great success. She loved to e.xpound the Scriptures and teach the way of life. She 
was intelligent, consistent, pious, and died saying "it is all light.” These all heard 
the voice of the Master saving "well done."

SANCTITY OF THE SABBATH. 

Tile general observance of the Sabbath as a da.v of rest fiom secular labor, ainl 
amusement, is vital to the existence and advancement of Chri.stianity. The ten- 
dency to assail its Christian observance is strengthening, and a disposition to disre- 
gard its sanctit.v is widely apparent. The abettors of vice, the great manufactur- 
ing interests and public thoroughfares, together with the general tendency to make 
it tributary to amusement and recreation, constitute a powerful current, which 
threatens to pervert to a .social cui'Sc this divinely o'-ilained agency of redemption. 
The secular press finds its Sabbath circulation lucrative, and seeks to engross the 
day b.y rendering its Sundaj' editions indispensable. The result of these combined 
infractions of the Sabbath is felt in all religious assemblies, and threatens the 
Christian Church not only with lo.ss of attendance but with more serious loss of 
spirituality. Therefore. Hcxolved. 1. That we recognize the Christian example of 
our membership in the religious observance of the Sabbath, as sacredly due to GimI 
and to society. '2. That we will endeavor, by the generous supjil.y of religious read- 
ing. to sujiplant other jmi'snits and pastimes whicli tend to secularize the Sabkith. 
:J. That we regard all infractions of the Sabbath for purposes of gain, whether 
jiracticed h.v coi'iiorations or individuals, as a crime against Goil and again.st 
society, and this criminality increases in proportion to the number of pei'sons thus 
debai'i'cd from attendance upon publiir worship. 4. That we will not become par- 
takers of the sins of others by patronizing, any further than may be necessary, 
such institutions and agencies as clearl 3 ' tend to invade its sanetitj'. 5. That we 
would jiress upon our civil authorities the obligation to maintain its legal enforce- 
ment, as far -^s practicable, as a vital interest of the bodj' politic.
